The Cleveland Rolling MtU Co is erect- 
ing a new mill in Newturg, and the 
scaffolding was blown down, burying 
Vaclave Robeek and Joha Powritlsky 
in the debris, both were dead when 
taken out. The fatally injured are: 
Anthony Mcduire and Antonio Aro- 
fowski 


At the corner of Erie and Superior 


streets a scaffolding was blown to the 
ground, and four men who were work- 
ing underneath it were seriously in- 
jured, two of whom may die. 


The viaduct that connects the two 


sides of the city was a scene of wild ex- 
citement. The wind was so strong 
that several wagons were blown on 
their sides and narrowly escaped be- 
ing blown into the flab) below. It was 
necessary to stop the street cars and 
set the brakes, as the overhead wires 
swayed in an alarming manner and 
when the electric current .was cut off 
the force of the wind carried the cars 
along without any additional power. 


In the heart of the city near the post 


office several ladies were blown from 
their feet and rolled into the middle of 
the street 
Two of them were seriously 


bruised. 


On Superior street, near Doan, two 


houses were blown down and another 
was wrecked. No one was injured in 
either instance. About seventy feet of 
the Lake Shore depot was demolished. 


A car on the Scott Hill streetcar 


line was blown from the track and the 
three passengers were given a good 
shaking np. 


A buggy was torn loose from the 


horse that was drawing it on Superior- 
street viaduct and- the buggy went 
tearing up the street faster than the 
horse could follow without Incum- 
brance 


Numbers of beautiful shade trees 


that line the streets of the city were 
uprooted and thrown to the pavement. 


Telephone and electiic-llght wires 


were torn from their fastenings and 
the city was without Incandescent 
lights during the remainder of the 
day. 
The weather bureau in the city 


stated that it was not a cyclone, but a 
brisk 75-mile-an-hour wind that was 
purely local. The motion of the wind 
was not circular, but its great force did 
the mischief. The damage will amount 
to several thousand dollars The dam- 
age to the tree* is beyond computation, 
as it will take years to replace them 
Eain fell in torrents while the blow 
lasted, but ceased as soon as the force 
of the wind was expended.

Another strike ia threatened at the 


World's Fair. The painters, carpenters 
and all the mechanical men in the em- 
ploy ot tlw Exposition an grumbling be- 
cause they have not received their wages.

No one demanded an en- 
forcement of the rale and we have worked 
right on, bat the moment one ot onr 
officers makes the demand there wfll be 
a general stoppage ot work all over the
